LONDON, March 17.—We are still 
twirling our thumbs and waiting on 


events. One week looks like another in 
the money market. It begins with an ef- 
fort on the part of bill brokers to drive 
the bank rate down another % per cent. 
Wednesday sees this effort exhausted 
and the brokers in a state of repentance. 
They bought bills at 3% per cent. on 
Monday and Tuesday: they thought this 
was hardly judicious on Wednesday, and 
by the end of the week doubted whether 
it was wise to discount under 3% per 
cent. whilé working at 31. 

A stereotyped course appears to be our 
destiny for weeks to come, because the 
market is totally unable to divest itself 


of the habit of reasoning from ordinary 


past experience. 

Always when the end of the financial 
year approaches, money grows scarce in 
the open market through the heaping up 
of the revenue in the Bank of England. 
By the end of March Government bal- 
ances frequently rose to £16,000,000 or 
£17,000,000, and even £18,000,000. It fol- 
lowed that when the new financial year 
began, and dividends together with the 
accumulation of departmental! debts came 
to be paid, the market was drowned in 
an excess of credits, even after paying 
back the £5,000,000 or £6,000,000 or more 
and a March scarcity_forced it to borrow 
from the Bank. 

It will be the same this year, dealers 
in credit have been arguing, and hitherto 
it has been useless to contradict them. 
All along I have said that this year was 
not as other years; first because the 
Government will never be able to ac- 
cumulate its balances on the old scale, 
and nexf because its additional demands 
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upon credit promise to be so heavy with- 
in a month or two as to keep the market 
on the average shockingly hard up. 

No, the brokers answer, we shall have 
cheap money in April and May, there- 
fore it is good to buy bills now, even at 
what looks like a low figure, because we 
shall be able to turn them out at a good 


profit to the banks a little later. All 
the same, there is no cheap money to 
come to this market within the cur- 


rency of any commercial bill now bought. 
For a day or two there may be an abund- 
ance, but one average only will hardly 
stop borrowers of all kinds finding this 
out. 

Look at the experience of Victoria, the 
best behaved in recent years of all our 
Australian colonies. After the kneck- 
down blow it received in 1893 by the fail- 
ure of several of its banks and the gen- 
eral upset of all its interests, it tried to 
economize, and did so in a modest de- 
gree. When money was required beyond 
the revenue, its Government borrowed 
the deposits of the savings banks and 
raised loans in Melbourne. As trade was 
bad, the local controllers of capital were 
glad enough to lend, and Victoria, there- 
fore, kept out of the London money mar- 
ket. 

This week, however, it is obliged to ap- 
peal to the British investor for £3,000,- 
000 because its old bonds of that amount 
fall in for repayment July 1. The new 
stock is a 3 per cent. investment, run- 
ning nearly fifty years, and is endowed 
by a recently enacted law with dignity 
as a trustee security in the United King- 
dom. 

Two years ago a similar redemption 
loan in the same class of stock, but not 
then a trustee security, was sold in Lon- 
don at the average price of £95.3.6. This 
new issue was underwritten at 9214, and 
the terms offered the holders of the ex- 
piring bonds in order to induce them 
to convert makes the net price to them 
about 91%. 

The loan will be snapped up and has 
already gone to a premium, but the dif- 
ference in the price, especially allowing 
for the higher status given the stock, is 
significant of what borrowers must ex- 
pect. Our home corporations will have 
to*pay 4 per cent. for their money in 
nearly all cases, and I doubt if any new
